courier arrived yesterday from Yetapan 
and announced tho moat terrible earth- 
quake ever known In that section. Tho 
loss of life and property Is tcrrltde. On 
Sunday, the shocks commenced, lasting 
all day and night at Intervals, causing 
much damage and 
the greatest fear 


among the Inhabitants of the city and 
neighborhood. By Monday, the city was 
filled by an addition of 3.800 people from 
the mountains and outlaying villages. 
During M.onday night sheets of flame 
appeared at different points to the north- 
west rising to Immense heights. Tuesday 
morning the shock ceased and quiet was 
restored and people lofi tho town for 
their homes, but at 0 that night n, heavy 
rumbling noise was heard, and shortly 
after was followed by a reappearance of 
flame !5»tftc- mountains which shot up sev- 
eral hundred feet. The frightened peo- 
ple again flocked Into the town and at 
midnight the church tower fell, carrying 
with It tho roofs of three houses and Kill- 
ing nine and wounding 18 people. The 
rumbling, which nonndcd llko heavy can- 
nonading, then commenced, and lasted 
over an hour and 
a half. The people 


rushed madly through tho streets praying 
and crying. 
Just before daylight another prolonged 


shock, which Is variously calculated to 
nave lasted from two and a quarter to 
three minutes, rocked the whole town as 
If It were a cradle. 


Many fleeing people were killed by 


rock" which fell In a perfect shower like 
a hall storm. Smoke from the mountains 
to the northwest rose to «n enormous 
height, followed shortly after by bursting 
out of flames from the mountain sides, 
•nrf throwing out rocks and lava. Short- 
Ir after streams of molten la.va which 
•et flre to a number of houses on the 
mountain side. Cattle grazing near by 
fled, and were killed, being engulfed In 
the lava, which continued flowing In 
heavy streams. 


Tt Is reported at Yetapan that 71 houses 


were destroyed. 
One hundred and fifty-throe dead bodies 


have been recovered, and many more are 
missing. At Covajunca, 37 houses were 
destroyed. 
At Cayuscat, "9 houses were destroyed 


and 111 bodies were recovered. 


It Is Impossible ns yet to give a full ac- 


rount of the disaster. Many small settle- 
ments are believed to have been destroy- 
ed: Shocks-extended over the whole Yet- 
apan chain. Flames arc still seen also 
In tho Pacaya mountains. Shocks have 
now ceased, but the smoke Is still dis- 
cernible at different points In the moun- 
tains. It Is feared that the end Is not 
j-et. A company of soldiers which left In 
pursuit of'bandits'from Yetapan to the 
coast, arc unheard of, and It Is feared 
they-arc nil-killed. The shocks wore flrst 
from northeosi to southwest, and later 
completely contrary- People are still flee- 
ing for their lives. Help for the victims 
Is being *sked for from the. capital.

FOUR RECORDS SMASHED. 


The End of Springfield'* Cjrcll»r To«rna- 


Springfield. Mass.. Sept. U.-The clos- 


ing day of the Sprlngflel* klcyele tourna- 
ment wa,s far more successful than the 
flrst and brought «ut seme riding »f the 
most brilliant quality. Nearly all of the 
fastest men in the country rode, the 
most conspicuous exception being John 
S Johnson, who was out of condition and 
sat tn the kiand stand nursing himself.
